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REVIEW OF VOLUNTEERS 


OF THE HOME DISTRICT. 
GENERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


Her Majesty the Queen, having signified her pleasure to witness a 
march-pass of the Home District Volunteers at Buckingham Palace 
at 4.30 on Saturday, July 2nd, the corps taking part will assemble 
on Constitution-hill. the Green Park, the Mall, and Horse Guards’ 
Parade, in accordance with instructions already notified to the 
several brigadiers, and the officers commanding the Honourable 
Artillery Company and the Royal Naval Artillery Volunteers. 
The troops will be played past by the massed bands of the Brigade 
of Guards and the Band of the Royal Artillery. No wagons or 
carts will accompany any corps. Machine guns, dragged by men, 
will go by in the rear of the corps to which they belong. No 
companies to exceed forty files or be less than thirty-eight. All 
infantry to march past in column, with shouldered arms. Volunteer 
bands to march past at the head of their respective corps, but 
not to play until they reach Parliament-street or Wilton-crescent. 
After passing her Majesty, corps will, on reaching a point marked 
by a staff officer form “ fours-right,’” by successive companies, and 
double, proceeding by alternate corps down Birdcage-walk and up 
Buckingham Palace-road. Those proceeding by Birdcage-walk 
will march by Great George-street, Bridge-street, and Thames 
Embankment, to Blackfriars Bridge. Thuse proceeding by 
Buckingham Palace-road to march by Lower Grosvenor-place, 
Gr osvenor-place, Grosvenor-crescent, Belgrave-square, Pont-street, 
Ovington-square, Brompton-road, Exhibition-road, to Hyde Park. 
On reaching Blackfriars Bridge or Hyde Park, the corps will pro- 
ceed to their private parades ; but if corps desire to leave the route 
laid down before arriving at the above places they may do so, on 
the understanding that there is to be no check to the troops in 
their rear. Brigadiers will issue full instructions to the corps in 
in their respective brigades as to the hour at which and the route 
by which they arrive at the appointed place of parade, and will 
arrange the order in which the corps are to march past, and the 
route by which they are to proceed after passing her Majesty. 
They will also notify to corps the time at which their markers should 
be on the ground. 

The only stands to be used on the occasion shall be one for her 
Majesty, which will be placed just outside the centre gate of the 
Palace, and one for the Royal Household, behind the railings. 
The only enclosure of any kind will be for the representatives of 
the Press. In consequence of the limited space, it has been found 
impossible to admit the public to the Park, who, however, will 
witness the defile of the troops in Buckingham Palace-road to Hyde 
Park-corner and from Birdcage-walk to the Embankment. 


FORMATION OF BRIGADES & MARCH PAST. 


The whole of the troops will be formed into Six Brigades, with 
the exception of the Honourable Artillery Company and the 
Royal Naval Artillery Volunteers, who will head the column in 
the march-past. The former, commanded by the Duke of Portland, 
and consisting of the light cavalry troop, field battery, and infantry 
battalion, which constitute the regiment, is to be in position at the 
bottora of Constitution-hill at a quarter to four, with the Royal 
Naval Artillerymen ready to follow. 


The First Brigade, numbering 4,290, will be com- 
manded by Colonel Hamilton, Commanding Royal Engineers of 
the Home District, with Major Hurst, R.E., as brigade major and 
Captain Bond, R.E., as aide-de-camp, and will consist of the end 
Middlesex Artillery (Colonel Lord Arthur Hill, M.P.), 3rd Mid- 
dlesex Artillery (Colonel Lord Truro), rst London Artillery (Colonel 
Hope, V.C.), rst Middlesex Engineers (Colonel Ball), rst London

The Brigade will assemble in Hyde 
Park, enter the Green Park by Constitution-hill, and be formed 
in line of quarter column there by a quarter-past three.

the names of several officers of the Guards who fell at Inkerman. The forfher 
showed me that as in my own land a grateful nation has placed with reverent 
hands in national cemeteries, side by side, the officer and the private soldier who 
alike fell in its defence, so here has a nation’s gratitude rendered like homage to 
men of every rank who have died in its cause. ? 

The fight at Inkerman was one of the fiercest in your history, illustrating well 
the tenacity, courage and devotion of your soldiery. Picture that fearful struggle, 
that cold November morning, that dreary plateau shrouded in wintry mists 
beneath which stood six thousand of your soldiers for Queen and country.

As your Commander and head of the delegation which represented you in 
England at the celebration by the Honourable Artillery Company of London of 
its Three Hundred and Fiftieth Auniversary, I make the following report of the 
part your delegates took in that celebration, and of the manner in which they 
were received and entertained by that company and by others not members 


thereof. 


In making such report only the more salient portions of what was done by 
your representatives can be specially referred to. The time not covered by these 
was devoted to seeing places and objects of interest in such manner as each man 
desired, generally under the guidance of one or more of the members of the 
Honourable Artillery Company. 

It also seems desirable to state some facts relating to the invitation received by 
our company as bearing upon the way in which its delegation was made up.

elongated shield of polished gold, following the general shape of the 


centre of the Company’s official seal, and bearing in its centre the 


raised figure of an ancient warrior in deadened gold. Protruding 


from the upper corners of the shield are the heads of two halberds, 


and at its top stand out in bold relief the mailed arm and sword of 


the crest of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The pin and pend- 


ant are connected by two three-link gold chains. 


The entire badge is of 14-carat gold, and the committee recom- 


/mend that the order be placed with the firm of Henry Guild & Son, 


of Boston, who will contract to manufacture them of equal quality 
as the sample at the rate of $10 each. The firm stipulates, however, 
that a first order of fifty badges be a part of the agreement. 

The committee also recommends that due notice of the fact be 
given each individual member of the Company, and that the issue of 
badges be placed exclusively in the hands of the Paymaster (Vincent 
Laforme, 23 Water Street), believing that every badge should be pro- 
cured through him, thus preventing promiscuous ordering from the 
manufacturers, and act at the same time as a safeguard from pur- 
chases by strangers and non-members of the Company. Each badge 
will be numbered, and the owner’s name appear against it upon the 
Paymaster’s book, acting to a certain extent as a safeguard against 
theft, and materially assisting in its recovery if lost. 

When fifty members have signified to the Paymaster their inten- 
tion to purchase a badge, the order will be placed with Messrs. Guild 
& Son for execution. The price includes a morocco case.

+ Little did I think on that occasion that I should so soon stand in this, one of 
England’s greatest colonies, with my whole command and find another welcome 
under her flag. I thanked you for it at your gates as we entered your city. J

That we have enjoyed our visit it is needless for me to say. ‘The faces about 
these tables speak more forcibly than can any words of mine our gratification at 
all we have here seen and heard. We have visited your churches, monuments of 
the devotion of heroic men and women whose deeds have given to the very stones 
tongues of fire to teach the lessons those deeds illustrated. We have trodden 
your marts of trade throbbing with that tireless activity which is doing so much 
for your prosperity. We have seen your institutions of learning and of charity, 
servants of the head, handmaidens of the heart. We have whirled along the 
rapids of your mighty river, fit emblems in their turbulence of more than a 
century of your past, and as they become a broad and quiet stream again a fit 
emblem of your peaceful, busy present. We have stood on your Royal Mount 
royal in its present beauty and its future capabilities. In all those things and 
more beside your city may well take pride and we rejoice with you in their 
possession. 

Never before during the two centuries and a half of its existence has our 
company crossed the borders of its own land either in peace or war. Tt is meet 
that this, the oldest military organization on this continent, should make for its 
first foreign pilgrimage a visit to one of the pioneer cities of the New World. 

Founded in 1638, our corps antedates by four years the settlement of Moutreal, \ 
the birth night of which was May 18, 1642, when Maisonenye pitched his ter ts } 
on the very spot Champlain thirty-one years before had selected as a site 
settlement. Your city and our company, thus co-eval, has each from its 
done its share in the pioneer work which has opened up a continent to civili 
tion, redeemed it from savage life and peopled it with millions of civilized men. 

Canada and the English Colonies in America, settled by men of different | 
religions and political faiths, stood antagonistic for more than acentury andiwerel 
forced by that very antagonism to push their conquests into a then unknown 
wilderness. From Quebec, from Plymouth, from Jamestown they pressed inland, |

Atlantic coast by a cordon of forts stretching from the St. Lawrence to the 

Gulf of Mexico, the other striving to break through that cordon which, rei i 

jing intact, would have accomplished the desired purpose.

Of all the places on this continent the history 
of none teems with more facts which a romancer even would fear to state exactly 
lest he might be accused of exaggeration, than does that of this fair city,

of what is now Montreal, he founded an outpost of civilization which he stood 
ready to defend with sword in hand and by his prayers. Compassed around by 
savage foes, threatened with destruction by nature itself as the river seemed 
ready to engulf his little settlement, he signalized his safety by planting the 
cross of his faith on yonder Mount, an act typical of that spirit no danger could 
appall, no fear shake, no suffering or hardship withstand. It penetrated the 
wilderness, it starved and froze in Indian cabins and wintry forests, it faced the 
horrors of Savage war, it unflinchingly stood at the stake, keeping its aim in 
view and steadily marching toward it. That aim was to bri 2 continent under 
the cross of its church and beneath the banner of its native land. Differing 


from these early settlers in many r spects as we may, we can but admire the
